They found that the active symptoms 
from the acute inflammation of his in- 
ternal ear were subsiding without any 
untoward developmenta They feel 
very hopeful about his progress, but

Washington, February 
Smith, of the senate interstate com- 
merce committee, in reporting favor- 
ably to the senate today, the administra- 
tion railroad bill, estimated that under 
the measure’s provisions the govern- 
ment will guarantee annually to the 
railroads of .the country $945,000,000, 
which will represent. a return of 5.32 
per cent. This he says “reflects nei- 
ther poverty nor riches,” but the commit- 
tee believes a majority of the railroads 
will accept “these terms as a just and 
fair measure of their constitutional 
rights.” 

An Agreement on the bill was reached 
by the committee hast Saturday but mi- 
nority reports ate tu be submitted by 
Senators Cummins and La Follette. Ad- 
ministration leaders plan to call the bill 
up for consideration next Monday. 4 

“Your committee is of the opinion 
that this is the time for war emergency 
legislation and not the time to settle 
the many controversial and vexed ques- 
tions concerning our future transporta- 
tion policy,” Chairman Smith says in 
perfecting his report. He then takes 
up the compensation section and adds: 

Terms Considered Just. 

“About seventy-five great operating 
railroads do over 90 per cent of the 
railroad businéss. The committee be- 
lieves that most of these great rail- 
road carriers will accept these terms 
4s a just and fair measure of their 
constitutional rights. Section one 
further provides that ordinary taxes, 
national and state, shall as now,. be f 
paid out, of operating revenue; but war 
taxes accruing under the act of October 
5, 1917, are to be pald by the companies 
out of their own funds, or charged 
against the standard return. In other 
words, the holders of railroad securities 
are to bear their own just portion of the 
war but@#en. Section one aiso requires 
that each agreement shall contain ade-

Termination of Control.

“It is possible that certain conditions 
may arose from federal control which 
will need adjustment before the prop- 
erties are returned to their owners, and 
a reasonable period should intervene in 
which these conditions may be met and 
adjusted. It may be that the nation 
will be unwilling to return to the con- 
ditions obtaining, radically changing the 
relation of the government to the rail- 
roads from that now existing in the 
interstate commerce act as amended. 
Your committee has suggested a period 


of eighteen months, and they believe

London, February 7.—The resump- 
tion of the peace negotiations at Brest- 
Litovsk today, if it occurs, will: take 
place in a fog of vague reports and 
contradictions as far as the outside 
world is concerned. 

Statements in many German newspa- 
pers indicate a probable breach between 
the Germans and the Bolsheviki and 
the conclusion of a separate arrange- 
ment between the central powers and 
the Ukraine. No light on the. situa- 
tion comes from Russian sources. 

A dispatch from the .Petregrad cor- 
respondent of The Daily News under 
Tuesday's date says there has been no 
direct telegraphic news received there 
from Brest-Litovsk for four days. The 
Germans alleged that the wires were 
damaged, whereupon the Russians sim- 
ilarly “damaged” the direct wire be- 
tween Petrograd and Berlin used by 
the Austro-German delegation. 
‘Foreign Minister Trotzky is reported 
to be a&t st-Litovsk but nothing has 
been heard rom him. 

The Bolshevik government, according 
to a Petrograd dispatch tu The Times is 
proposing to,revolutionize China by 
supporting the movements in the south- 
ern provinces against the central 
Chinese government. A Russian dele- 
gate will be sent to southern China 
to work on this plan. ‘*he object is 


to produce a socialistic revolutionary 
agitation with a view to helping to 
break down China's refusal to let Rus- 
sia have Chinese produce.

Washington, February 7.—Represen- 
tative Glass, in a speech delivered in 
, the house today, came to the defemi 
of the administration, answered — 
charges contained jn Senator Chamber- 
lain’s indictment of the war depart- 
ment and denied that the American war 
machine has “fallen down.” 

Mr. Glass followed Senator Chamber- 
lain’s speech, point by point, and prais- 
ed the work of the administration in 
each instance. He said that it was Gen- 
eral Joffre who suggested supplying 
American troops with ammunition from 
French factories, “since it would save 
the unavoidable delays, the pressingly 
needed cargo space, the tremendous 
cost of shipment.” 

Regarding the machine gun contro- 
versy, Mr. Glass asserted that the 
Browning gun was selected because 
experts pronounced it “the best ma- 
chine gun in the world.” 

“The only prop on which the critics 
now rest their case,’ he said, “igs the 
plea that the Lewis gun was immedi- 
ately available, while deliveries of the 
Browning gun will be delayed. 

“The American army in France has 
thousands of machine guns to go up 
against the enemy,” he said. “It is 
as well equipped with machine guns as 
any army in Europe—perhaps better 
equipped than the German army. And 
no set of malcontents ‘should be per- 
mitted to deceive the people of this 
country imto the disturbing supposition 
that our fighting forces in France are 
suffering in equipment of any kind.” 

Regarding the health of the soldiers 
in camp, Mr. Glass referred to the con- 
ditions at Spartanburg, S. C., where he 
said there were only four deaths among 
31,000 men during a period of more 
than three months. 

Referring to the difficulties which 
the administration faced at the out- 
break of the war, Representative Glass 
pointed out the success of the selective 
draft as a remarkable achievement. 

“Not until the third year of the war 
could Great Britain venture to apply 
partially a conscription law,” he said. 
“Not until a few months ago could 
Canada do it in opposition to the rebel- 
lious threat of one of its largest prov-

SHORT SHRIFT FOR SPIES 
URGED BY N. Y. CHAMBER 


New York, February 7.—Federal leg- 
islation compelling “the most severe 
treatment” of “spies” and “enemy 
agents” is recommended to congress in 
an executive committee report adopted 
by the chamber of commerce of the 
state of New York at a meeting here 
today. The report reads in part: 

“The frequent outrages 


spies and plotters to deter others from 
engaging in equally nefarious acts. 

“If existing federal statutes fail to 
provide sufficient ptnalties; if the rules 
of evidence hamper prosecutors, judges 
and juries; if the army and navy lack 
power to try by court-martial offend- 
ers apprehended in attempts to destroy 
government property, or to administer 
the customary penalty to spies; if we 
have no centralized secret service and 
if there are too many agencies working 
at cross purposes, needing co-ordina- 
tion or reorganization, congress can 
and should pass such acts as would 
remedy these conditions; as would not 
only enable but compe] the most se- 
vere treatment to any person or per- 
sons found conspiring against the prop- 
erty or the progress of the war efforts 
of the nation.”

“to vindicate the questioners in their 
constant, private accusations against 
the war department and to make an ef- 
fort to prove the questioners’ own in- 
correct statements are true.” 

The “hearing” must, of course, be held in

And they forced 
the secretary to divulge the fact that ar- 
rangements had been made, or would be 
made, whereby ship tonnage of “other na- 
tions” would be used to make up for any de- 
ficiency of our own—a provision which, 
presumably, had never occurred to his balt- 


ers as a possibility! " 


The administration critics might haye 
gone on and pried from Baker the tonnage 
expected from each country—the proposed 
sailing dates and the ocean routes under 
contemplation—thus that much the more 
aiding the kaiser. But those details can be 
brought out at a subsequent “trial,” when, 
possibly being fresher, they may be of even 
more value to the enemy! 

The whole business is a national disgrace, 
makes for national weakness instead of 
strength, and it ought to be stopped right 
where it is. Harm enough has been done 
already; and it is to be hoped the prepos- 
terous procedure will be cut short before 
more injury is done the cause for which the 
United States has staked its all.

The attitude of the county commissioners

matter is assuming shape guaranteeing an 
early call for bids. i 

And since the weather is daily growing 
more favorable for road-building, so that the 
contractors can go ahead under the govern- 
ment contract with the paving of the DeKalb 
part of the road to Camp Gordon, there is 
grounds for hope that the completion of the 
road, from Atlanta to the camp, will not be 
much longer deferred. ~ 

But it is up to the commissioners of Ful- 
ton county to ACT, and the sooner they do 
so the more hearty will be the approval of 
the whole community.

How Postmasters 
Are Selected. 


The appointment of postmasters in the 
smaller presidential offices in the congres- 
sfonal districts is left entirely with the rep- 
resentatives in the house—the congressmen. 
For instance, if Representative Crisp, of the 
third Georgia district, should suggest to the 
president the nomination of some citizen as 
postmaster in a town in the third district, 
and the nomination should go to the senate, 
the matter of confirmation is absolutely as- 
sured unless there are charges preferred 
which affect the appointee’s honor, or integ- 
rity, or political loyalty, ete, and if such 
charges are preferred they are threshed out 
in all fairness to the individual thus placed 
under ban.

motive of selfish politica, is unbelievable. 

Such a charge would be an indictment 
that would be resented with all the fervor 
and indignation of this great and delibera- 
tive body.

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FANGOCK DOCTOR 
- PUT UNDER ARREST 


» Captain Edgar Bullis Faces 
Charge of Having Accept- 
ed Bribe to Aid in Securing 
Private’s Discharge From 
Army. 


Augusta, Ga,, February 7.—(Special.) 
Captain Edgar S. Bullis, Medical Offi- 
cers’ Reserve corps, U. S. A., is in jail 
here charged with having accepted a 
bribe for using his influence as regi- 
mental surgeon to obtain the discharge 
from the army of Private W. J. S. Bur- 
gen, of the Second Motor Mechanics 
regiment, Camp Hancock. Captain Bul- 
lis was on duty with this regiment. 

The alleged wrongdoing is in viola- 
tion of the United States penal code 
bearing om acceptance of bribes by an 
officer of the federal government. Pri- 
vate Burgen’s home is at Carnegie, Pa. 
The transaction in which the. bribe is 
said to have been tendered and accept- 
ed was made Monday through an al- 
leged -representative of the boy’s fa- 
ther, W. J. Burgen. Following the con- 
summation of the transaction, the cap- 
tain was arrested by Captain J. Albion 
Griffin, intelligence officer of the 
Twenty-eighth division. 

Captain Bullis resigned from the 
army Monday night upon request, and 
avoided court-martial before the mili- 
tary authorities by consenting to nave 
his case tried by the government civil 
authorities. Since then the military au- 
thorities have been in touch with the 
federal judicial department in regard 
to the case. Yesterday word was re- 
ceived to the effect that the matter 
could be handled through departmental 
channels. 

Immediately following the receipt of 
the information the military authori- 
ties turned the captain over to the local 
United States marshal, the prisoner be- 
ing marched to the camp boundaries 
where the official transfer was made. 

Arraigned before United States Com- 
missioner C. J. Skinner, Jr., this after- 
noon, Captain Rullis’ bond was placed 
at $5,000. Unable to secure a bonds- 
man, however, he was remanded to jail. 

Captain Bullis will be given a pre- 

‘Iiminary hearing this afternoon be- 
~ fore the United States commissioner. 
Assistant District Attorney John J. 
Bonham will prosecute the case for the 
government, assisted by Captain Grif- 
fin, who, aside from making the ar- 
rest, also worked the case up. Captain 
Bullis is 54 years of age. His home is 
in Gienn Falls, N. Y. He has been at 
Camp Hancock for several weeks.
